
Every personal license to practice
public accountancy in the State of

Tennessee is issued for a two-year period.
In order to facilitate the processing of
renewals, half of the licenses are renewed
each December 31.  

Odd-numbered licenses expire in odd-
numbered years, and even-numbered
licenses expire in even-numbered years.
Seems fairly simple to remember, doesn’t
it?  Those of us who hold licenses with
numbers ending in 1, 3, 5, 7, or 9 will
renew this year.  

Each licensee due to renew this year
should have already received a renewal
postcard.  The postcard was given a new
design this year with cream-colored
stationery with blue ink.  Please follow the
instructions on the postcard to complete
your renewal online.  

Utilization of the online renewal process
results in your receipt of the renewed
license much more quickly than using a
paper renewal form and certainly makes
the whole process much easier on the
staff!  

When you renew your license online,
please be sure to print out the receipt so
that you can reconcile your credit card
statement when it arrives in the mail.
Each year during renewal season, the
Board receives numerous calls from
licensees requesting an explanation of the
charges on their credit card!

If you must use a paper renewal, you must
call and request one.  If a paper renewal is

requested, 4-6 weeks must be allowed for
processing.  

The law requires that the renewal form
and payment must be received in the
Board office no later than December 31.
A postmark will not be accepted as proof
of meeting the deadline!  

Payments with paper renewals do not go
directly to the Board office.  Payments go
to the cashier’s office where the form and
the check are removed from the envelope
and the envelope is frequently discarded.
There is no method in place for the board
staff to know or to verify the date of
receipt.  So be forewarned – payment
must be IN THE OFFICE by December
31!

New Legislation 2009
(Public Chapter 26)

Effective April 2, 2009 Public Chapter 26
(2009) changed the law allowing the Board to
release examination scores as soon as the
tests are scored to all test takers.  Previously,
examination candidates who took the
examination prior to finishing course work
could not receive their scores until the course
work was completed.  The statute revision also
gives the Board the authority to extend the
period for completion of education beyond
200 days upon written request of an applicant
for extenuating circumstances.
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The Tennessee State Board of Accountancy is
accepting applications for members of the

Peer Review Oversight Committee.  Members
are needed from west and middle Tennessee.
Candidates must be equity owners of a firm
that received an unmodified report (with or
without letter of comments) on its most recent
peer review.  In addition, successful candidates
must have completed a review training course
within the last three years; have knowledge of
applicable professional standards; and be fully
qualified as team captains.

CPE Documentation Required for CPA
Licenses Expiring 12/31/09

This year (2009) licensees with license
numbers ending in odd digits must renew their
CPA/PA licenses.  If the license is in active
status the renewal process requires 80 hours
of CPE be completed prior to license
expiration (12-31-09).  Those 80 hours have
certain restrictions as follows:

• Minimum of 4 hours of Ethics education
– with at least 1 of those ethics hours
being state specific

• Minimum of 20 hours each in CY 2008
and 2009

• Minimum of 40 hours in technical CPE

• Minimum of 80 hours for the 2 year
reporting period.

There are additional restrictions for licensees
providing attest services and for licensees who
provide expert witness services.   For those
who provide attest services at least 20 hours
must be in Audit/Accounting and for expert
witness services providers at least 20 hours
must be in the area of expertise.

This information is just a refresher so that you
are not caught on January 1, 2010 with a CPE
deficit.  A deficit only increases the number of
education hours you must complete to become
compliant with the statutory CPE
requirements.

can use to record your CPE and tally the
various categories (accounting/audit, taxes,
management advisory, ethics and other) if you
do not already have or subscribe to a system
that does this for you.

Since TNSBA uses the audit method to
determine if licensees are compliant with
CPE, you are not required  to send CPE
documentation at the time of license renewal.
However, your documentation needs to be
organized and ready to be submitted if you
receive a letter indicating you have been
selected to participate in the CPE audit.

THE RENEWAL FEE IS $120.00.  Renewing
online also results in a slight service charge.
For a personal license renewal, the additional
fee is $4.44.  

ALL FIRM PERMITS expire every December
31.  There is no staggering of firm renewals, so
be sure to get that renewal in as well.
Remember that your firm must be enrolled in a
Board-approved peer review program before
that renewal can be accepted.  

The Renewal Fee for Firms Is $50.00.

A late fee of $50.00 will be assessed on January
31 for all renewals that have not been received
either online or in the office at that date.  This
late fee applies for firm permits as well as
personal licenses.

A second late fee of $50.00 is assessed on
March 31.  Again, the fee applies to both firms
and individuals.  

Practicing public accountancy in the State of

Tennessee requires an active license. Practicing
with a license that is delinquent or expired is
grounds for disciplinary action.

DELINQUENT LICENSEES may still renew
online until December 31, 2009.  Please check
the status of your license to ensure that your
renewal has processed properly and that your
license status is accurate.  

Those even-numbered licensees who were due
to renew on December 31, 2008, are now in a
DELINQUENT status.  At January 1, 2010,
those licenses will move to EXPIRED status.
At that time, you MUST return your wall
certificate to the Board office, and reinstatement
will be required in order to get your license
back into good standing.  

Thanks for your cooperation – and for renewing
your license before the end of the year.  Enjoy
that New Year’s Eve party with complete
abandon, with no worries about whether you
can get home before midnight to renew your
license.  Do it now and be guilt-free!

1.  Robin M. Blaskis Cookeville, Tennessee
CPA License Number 9260
Firm Permit Number 760

Facts:
Respondent pled guilty to one count of Failure to Report Cash
or Monetary Transaction, which is a felony, on 08 February
2006.  Respondent was sentenced to thirty (30) months in a
federal penitentiary to begin on 01 June 2006, with an
additional two (2) years probation.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-111(a) states that the Board
may revoke, suspend, reprimand, censure or limit the scope of
practice of any licensee, impose a civil penalty, or place any
licensee on probation for…
(8) Conviction of a felony, or of any crime an element of
which is dishonesty or fraud…

Conclusion:
CPA License Number 9260 has been REVOKED.
Firm Permit Number 760 has been REVOKED.

2. Charles A. Bright Nashville, Tennessee
Unlicensed

Facts:
Respondent used the designation “CPA” in representations to
clients and on forms filed with the Internal Revenue Service.
In addition, Respondent used the business name “Maryland
Accounting Firm, Inc.,” although Respondent did not and
never had held a license to practice public accountancy in the
State of Tennessee.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (c) states that no person
not holding a valid certificate shall use or assume the title
“certified public accountant,” or the abbreviation “CPA”…

Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (h)(2) states that no
person or firm not holding a valid license issued under § 62-1-
107, § 62-1-108, or § 62-1-109 shall assume or use any title or
designation that includes the words “accountant,” or
“accounting,” …

Conclusion:
Respondent agreed to pay a civil penalty in the amount of
$5,000.00 and agreed to refrain from using the CPA
designation and any usage of the word “accounting” in his firm
name.

3. Ernest E. Choat, Jr. Knoxville, Tennessee
CPA License Number 7957

Facts:
Respondent did not comply with the terms of a Consent Order
signed on 31 October 2006.  Respondent did not renew his
license in a timely manner and did not comply with the
requirements for Continuing Professional Education.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-111 (a) states that the board
may revoke any license issued under §§ 62-107, 62-1-108 or §
62-1-109 or corresponding provisions of prior law; suspend
any such license or refuse to renew any such license for a
period of not more than five (5) years; reprimand, censure, or
limit the scope of practice of any licensee; impose a civil
penalty; or place any license on probation, all with or without
terms, conditions, and limitations, for any one (1) or more of
the following reasons…

(3)Failure, on the part of a licensee, to maintain compliance
with the requirements for issuance or renewal of such
license…

(12) Violation of the terms of any lawful order entered by the
board…

Conclusions:
Respondent agreed to pay a civil penalty in the amount of
$800.00 and to make application to renew his license to be
accompanied by the appropriate renewal and late fees.
Respondent’s license was placed in an Inactive status.

4. Davis Professional Accounting Services
Ms. Corinthia Davis Memphis, Tennessee
Unlicensed

Facts:
Respondent issued financial statements dated 14 September
2007 without proper licensure. Respondent also utilized the
term “Accounting” in the business name without proper
licensure.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (a) states that only
licensees may issue a report on financial statements of any
other person, firm, organization, or governmental unit…

Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (h)(2) states that no
person or firm not holding a valid license issued under § 62-1-
107, § 62-1-108, or § 62-1-109 shall assume or use any title or

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designation that includes the words “accountant,” or
“accounting,” …

Conclusions:
Respondent agreed to pay a civil penalty in the amount of
$500.00 and to cease use of the term “Accounting” until such
time that Respondent is correctly licensed. Respondent also
agreed to cease the issuance of any financial statements until
such time as Respondent is correctly licensed.

5. Andrew N. Gipson Memphis, Tennessee
Revoked CPA License Number 5776

Facts:
Respondent signed a Consent Order on 23 July 2008 in which
he agreed to pay a civil penalty of $8,000.00 for practicing
public accountancy on a revoked license. Respondent failed to
pay the penalty and notified the Board that he would be unable
to do so.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-111 (a) states that the board
may revoke any license issued under §§ 62-107, 62-1-108 or §
62-1-109 or corresponding provisions of prior law; suspend
any such license or refuse to renew any such license for a
period of not more than five (5) years; reprimand, censure, or
limit the scope of practice of any licensee; impose a civil
penalty; or place any license on probation, all with or without
terms, conditions, and limitations, for any one (1) or more of
the following reasons…

(12) Violation of the terms of any lawful order entered by the
board…

Conclusions:
Respondent avoided further administrative and punitive actions
by signing the Consent Order on 23 July 2008 to settle an open
case. Failure to abide by the Consent Order is grounds for
further disciplinary action. However, Respondent’s license has
already been revoked. Therefore, the case was referred to the
State Attorney General’s Office for collection of the agreed
upon civil penalty.

6. John F. Howard, Jr. Memphis, Tennessee
CPA License Number 15379

Facts:
Respondent was convicted of first degree murder by jury trial
on 07 September 2007.  Respondent was sentenced to life in
prison with a possibility of parole after 51 years.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-111(a) states that the Board

may revoke, suspend, reprimand, censure or limit the scope of
practice of any licensee, impose a civil penalty, or place any
licensee on probation for…

(8) Conviction of a felony, or of any crime an element of
which is dishonesty or fraud…

Conclusions:
CPA License Number 15379 has been REVOKED.

7. Julia F. Hubbard Orlando, Florida
CPA License Number 14075

Facts:
Respondent allowed her judgment to become subordinated in
her role as Chief Financial Officer of Holcomb Healthcare
Services.

Law:
Rule 0020-3-.04 (1) states that in the performance of any
professional service, a licensee shall maintain objectivity and
integrity, shall be free of any undisclosed conflicts of interest,
and shall not knowingly misrepresent facts or subordinate his
or her judgment to others.

Conclusions:
Respondent paid a civil penalty in the amount of One
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00).

8. Kiran Jain Bartlett, Illinois
CPA License Number 18947

Facts:
Respondent performed a review of the balance sheet for Song
& Song Corporation on 30 August 2007 and used the
designation “CPA” on the letter for the review. Respondent’s
license was in an ‘Inactive’ status at the time of the
engagement, and 

Respondent did not have a firm registered to provide
accounting services in the State of Tennessee.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (a) states that only
licensees may issue a report on financial statements of any
other person, firm, organization, or governmental unit or
otherwise offer to render or render any attest service, as
defined herein. 

Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-113 (d) (1) states that no
firm shall provide attest services unless the firm holds a valid
permit issued under § 62-1-108.

Conclusions:
Respondent was ordered to pay a civil penalty in the amount of
Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00).

Respondent subsequently defaulted on payment and License
Number 18947 has been REVOKED.

9. KPMG, LLP Nashville, Tennessee
Memphis, Tennessee
Knoxville, Tennessee

Firm Permit Number 678
Firm Permit Number 679
Firm Permit Number 680

Facts:
Respondent entered into a Deferred Prosecution Agreement
with the U. S. Department of Justice on 26 August 2005
regarding tax shelters designed, implemented and marketed
from 1996 through 2002. At least one of Respondent’s clients
in Tennessee purchased one of the tax shelters.  

In the Deferred Prosecution Agreement, Respondent admitted
that it, through the actions of its former partners and
employees, prepared false and fraudulent tax returns for certain
tax shelter clients; drafted false and fraudulent proposed
factual recitations and representations as part of the
documentation underlying the tax shelters at issue; issued
opinions that contained those false and fraudulent statements
and that purported to rely upon those representations, although
Respondent and its clients knew those statements and
representations were not true; actively took steps to conceal the
tax shelters at issue and the true facts regarding them with the
Internal Revenue Service; and impeded the IRS by knowingly
failing to locate and produce all documents called for by IRS
summonses and misrepresenting to the IRS the nature and
extent of Respondent’s role with respect to the tax shelters at
issue.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-111 (a) states that after
notice and hearing pursuant to § 62-1-120, the board may
revoke any license issued under §§ 62-1-107, 62-1-108 or §
62-1-109 or corresponding provisions of prior law; suspend
any such license or refuse to renew any license for a period of
not more than five (5) years; reprimand, censure, or limit the
scope of practice of any licensee; impose a civil penalty; or
place any licensee on probation, all with or without terms,
conditions, and limitations, for any one (1) or more of the
following reasons:

(5) Dishonesty, fraud, or gross negligence in the performance
of services as a licensee…

(6) Violation of any provision of this chapter or rule

promulgated by the board under this chapter or violation or
professional standards;

(7) Violation of any rule of professional conduct promulgated
by the board;

(9) Performance of any fraudulent act while holding a
certificate or permit issued under this chapter or prior law;

(10) Any conduct reflecting adversely upon the licensee’s
fitness to perform services while a licensee…

Conclusions:
The Respondents paid a civil penalty in the amount of Ten
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00).

10. Holly Locke Franklin, Tennessee
CPA License Number 9002

Facts:
Respondent failed to timely return client communications.  In
addition, Respondent was offering accounting services out of a
firm that was not properly registered.

Conclusions:
Respondent paid a civil penalty in the amount of Five Hundred
Dollars ($500.00). Respondent also was required to register the
firm and pay all appropriate fees for past renewal periods.

11. Jeffery N. Solomon Franklin, Tennessee
CPA License Number 17201
Firm Permit Number 2782

Facts:
Respondent did not obtain a peer review as required and was
operating his firm on an expired permit. In addition,
Respondent did not comply with the requirement for eighty
(80) hours of Continuing Professional Education in the 2006-
2007 renewal period.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-112 (d) (1) states that no
firm shall provide attest services or assume or use the title
“certified public accountants,” or the abbreviation “CPAs,” or
any other title, designation, words, letters, abbreviation, sign,
card, or device tending to indicate that such firm is a CPA firm
unless the firm holds a valid permit issued under § 62-1-108.
Rule 0020-6-.04 (1) states that each firm location that performs
attest services shall be covered by a peer review at least once
every three years.

Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-107 (d) states that each
licensee shall participate in a program of learning designed to
maintain professional competency.  The requirements are

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eighty (80) credit hours over a two-year period with a
minimum of twenty (20) credit hours in each year…

Conclusions:
Respondent paid a civil penalty of Two Thousand Five
Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) and must obtain a pre-issuance
review of any attest service issued in the future. Respondent
completed thirty (30) hours of CPE within 180 days of the date
of the consent order which are penalty hours and will not count
toward hours required for renewal. Respondent reinstated his
firm permit and paid all back fees.

12. Street’s Accounting Services
Lynn D. Street Cordova, Tennessee
Firm Permit Number 1763
PA License Number 1622

Facts:
Respondent’s firm permit expired on 31 December 2005 due to
failure to obtain a peer review. Respondent issued a reviewed
financial statement prepared on 10 August 2006 and continued
to advertise as a “CPA firm” on an expired permit. 

This was Respondent’s second failure to comply with the peer
review requirement.

Law:
Tennessee Code Annotated § 62-1-112 (d) (1) states that no
firm shall provide attest services or assume or use the title
“certified public accountants,” or the abbreviation “CPAs,” or
any other title, designation, words, letters, abbreviation, sign,
card, or device tending to indicate that such firm is a CPA firm
unless the firm holds a valid permit issued under § 62-1-108.

Rule 0020-6-.04 (1) states that each firm location that performs
attest services shall be covered by a peer review at least once
every three years.

Conclusions:
Respondent paid a civil penalty in the amount of Two
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00).  Respondent also
completed 2 hours of continuing professional education in the
subject area of state specific ethics.

Respondent’s PA License Number 1622 was placed on
PROBATION until 31 December 2008.

CPA/PA LICENSE RENEWAL CHECKLIST
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Unless a CPA firm is categorized as a “sole proprietorship with no
CPA employees,” firm license renewal requires more than just
payment of the renewal fee.  TNSBA requires that information
regarding the following must be submitted prior to the firm license
being renewed:

• List of CPA Owners

• List of Non-CPA Owners

• List of CPA Employees

• List of License Status in Other States

TNSBA has developed forms to report this information and they
may be downloaded from our web site at:
http://tn.gov/commerce/boards/tnsba/forms.shtml and are noted as
Attachments A, B, C, and D respectively.  It is imperative you place
the firm permit number (license number) on each of the forms.  For
small firms an abbreviated version of these forms may be found on
page 15 of this newsletter and reproduced to provide the required
information. TNSBA can also e-mail, mail or fax these forms upon

request.  The completed forms may be returned by mail (500 James
Robertson Parkway, Nashville, TN 37243-1141), e-mail
(gail.york@tn.gov) or fax (615-532-8800) and must be received in
the TNSBA office prior to the firm’s license expiration date of 
12-31-09.

All firms providing attest services must be enrolled in a Board-
approved peer review program prior to renewal.  If no attest
services are provided, then a request for exemption form must have
been filed by the firm and approved by the Board.

The most expedient process for firm license renewal is to make the
fee payment on-line at:  http://www.tennesseeanytime.org/cirens
and complete and forward the forms to TNSBA at the same time of
payment.  

If all requirements for license renewal are not received in the
TNSBA office prior to the expiration of the firm license (12-31-09),
the firm license cannot be renewed.  Any firm operating without a
current (renewed) license after 12-31-09 is subject to disciplinary
action.  Renew now!!

Is your firm a “sole proprietorship with no CPA employees” and no attest services are 
provided?*

If yes, you may renew the firm simply by paying the firm renewal fee.
If no, proceed with checklist.

Is your firm a “sole proprietorship with no CPA employees” and you perform attest services?
If yes, you must pay the renewal fee and the firm must be registered with a TNSBA approved 

Peer Review Program.
If no, proceed with checklist.

Is your firm other than a “sole proprietorship with no CPA employees” and No attest services are
provided?*

If yes, you must pay renewal fees and provide TNSBA completed attachments A, B, C, and D 
found at:
http://tn.gov/commerce/boards/tnsba/forms.shtml or alternately for small firms the form on 
page of this newsletter.

If no, proceed with the checklist.

Is your firm other than a “sole proprietorship with no CPA employees” and Attest services are
provided by the firm?

If yes, you must pay renewal fees, provide TNSBA completed Attachments A, B, C and D found 
at: http://tn.gov/commerce/boards/tnsba/forms.shtml (or alternately for small firms the form
on page 15 of this newsletter), and be registered with a TNSBA approved Peer Review
Program.   

*  All firms are considered to provide Attest Services unless the firm has filed and had approved by TNSBA an Initial Application Request for
Exemption from Peer Review or the Request to Remove Peer Review Requirements.

Important Information
If you hold a CPA license you are required by law to let
the TNSBA know of any address change within 30 days of
the change.  Unfortunately, if you hold an active license,
TNSBA has no method of updating your address change to
the Department of Revenue which is the agency that bills
for the Professional Privilege tax.  Each licensee whose
license is in an active status must also advise the
Department of Revenue of a mailing address change.
That can be accomplished by calling them at 615-253-
0600 or 800-342-1003 (toll free only in Tennessee), faxing
them at 615-741-0682 or mailing them at Taxpayer &
Vehicle Services Division, 500 Deaderick St., Nashville,
TN  37242.  You will need to include your taxpayer ID
number or Social Security Number to insure the correct
file is changed. 

Remember, failure to receive a reminder or bill for license
renewal fees or the Professional Privilege Tax does not
relieve the licensee from the responsibility for paying such
fees.
